No. 5(18)/2002-Leather.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by para 5.L3 of the guidelines issued alongwith 
Department of Industrial Policy and Promotion's Notification 
No. 5 (18) 2002-Leather dated November 3, 2005, the 
Screening Committee being satisfied that it is necessary in 
public interest to do so, hereby makes the following 
amendments in the Notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry (Department of 
Industrial Policy and Promotion) No. 5 (18) 2002-Leather 
dated November 3, 2005, namely :— 

In the said Notification,— 

(I) in the guidelines,— 

(i) Below para 2.1 and above para 2.2 the 
following lines may be added as para 2.1.1.— 

"Tannery closed down on account of Court 
Orders at Kolkata (West Bengal) and Erode 
(Tamil Nadu) will be granted relaxation of 
the clause of 3 years existence and having 
cash profits for at least two years on 
November 3, 2005 for being considered as 
an existing unit stipulated in para 2.1 of the 
above-mentioned guidelines of the 
Notification issued, subject to the following 
conditions:— 

(a) the tannery should have been existence 
for a period of 3 years prior to closure 
on account of court order; 

(b) the tannery should have a cash profit 
for two years before the closure on 
account of the Court Order; 

(c) the tannery should have relocated to a 
new place and should be a member of a 
Common Effluent Treatment Plant; and 

(d) necessary clearance from concerned 
Ministries/Departments/Other Bodies 


for relocation and operation of the 
tannery should have been obtained.
